Une would neither call tken 
wasplike in appearance nor would or* 
reply to a question that this creature 
is formed like what we call iba bumble 
bers. cor yet like the honey be«s them* 
eslvcs. It haa nally the proper 'Vo^ 
loa of enei of t*ie above. In auflaolty 
it is like a fly. In six* it might belled 
a bumble bee. in color it rivnis tbawasp 
and It buxsea like the honey bees. All 
common creatures of this sort are called 
horse talis. These pitch upon loe
